Relatively heavy supplies of ish wheat 
are beginning to come along an: — ro 
approach of the final accounting period of 
season and the end of sowing oo ¢" 
many parts of the country. lers appear 
to be more receptive but in most cases are 
not inclined to pay above 20s 9d to 21s per 
ewt, delivered for soft varieties. May de- 
liveries are uae at 21s which is sometimes 
paid, but this seems to be the limit. 

Practically no good quality samples are 
being offered oft the hard sorts which remained 
valued at a premium of 6d per cwt on that of 
Cappelies. dried feeding lots are still 
being taken up as occasions arise and for 
these up to 21s delivered is also being pei 
The demand for seed lots is 
finished. Crop prospects are now Goecribed 
as favourable over most parts of the country, 
the rains of the past week being of great 
benefit. 

For malting barleys demand is steadily 
diminishing and is now confined to the few 


suitable lots of medium qualities for which 
steady rates are being paid, For these, where 
nitrogen is low, values stand at around 21s 3d 
delivered, with the odd Jot of fine quality 
priced at anything up to 26s, deleaan For 
the low malting classes the price is largely 
nominal at about 20s 6d. 

The offtake of good dried feeding lots is 
still on a restricted basis at 19s 6d per cwt, 
delivered but in sorme cases supplies can be 
disposed of in local areas at a relatively better 
price and, in consequence, offers are by no 
means large. 


Little Demand 

The paucity of demand for English oats 
continues and it is considered an achievement 
to realize 20s per ig delivered, for quite a 
good quality lot. For feeding parcels a wide 
range of prices is mentioned as to quality and 
condition, al h a useful lot can be bought 
at 18s to 19s ivered to even a shade less. 

Scottish feeding sorts are still in plentiful 
supply from £18 to’ £19 per ton, rail- 

ered | in lots of eight tons as to area, but 
even these are only meeting a restricted off- 
take. 

A slow demand continues for English feed- 
ing beans and for the best qualities a shading 
of prices would be made to effect sales. 

Small tic beans, however, remain steady at 
around 30s per cwt, ex-farm. For English 
marrowfat peas there is no improvement in 
enquiries, prices being barely maintained. 

Enquiries for home-milled wheatfeed are 
well sustained and supplies are hardly ade- 
quate to meet demand at firm Price levels.

Broad Red 


DEQUATE supplies of broad red clover 

of strong germination are available 
and it appears that unless some of the 
seed that remains in merchants’ and growers’ 
hands can’ be exported before the 1961 crop 
comes on the market, a very moderate and 
probably unrewarding price will be offered 
to those growers in the Eastern and Southern 
Counties who are the principal producers of 
fine quality seed. 

Careful consideration will have to be given 
to the thought of ploughing the second-cut 
in preference to leaving the crop for seed. 

Stocks of most herbage seeds that were 
being held by merchants have been readily 
absorbed and it is a reasonable forecast that 
§.23 perennial ryegrass and S.48 and S.51 
timothy will be in short supply before the 
new crop seed is harvested. 

There has been no significant change in 
prices during the past week and in view of 
the supply position of most varieties of 
grasses, no reduction can be expected.

Some ‘ growers’ from Eaton Home Farms

Mr. W. C. Studley, Pig Manager for Eaton 
Home Farms, believes in the personal touch. 
Though the farm policy is one of breeding 
quality pedigree Landrace from a high proportion 
of R.M. sows, it is Mr. Studley’s conviction that 

ee without personalised management is 
largely wasted. 


It was this kind of watchful eye that led Mr. 
Studley to give careful attention to the feeding 
habits of his sow herd and to adopt the new 
Jumbo Sow Nut recently introduced by BOCM. 


The herd is recorded by P.I.D.A. and judging 
by the figures for weaning weights, the watchful 
eye of its Pig Manager is certainly paying 
dividends.

M“*. SELWYN LLOYD is more concerned with weaknesses in our 


economic position than fostering current business prosperity.

how I read his Budget speech. Contrasting conclusions may be reached 
from the.Chancellor’s analysis of the situation and the way he proposes tackling 


pernicious influences. 


The only deduction that counts, however, is the one 


that tells us what will, in fact, transpire in the next 12 months.

necessary ‘ore. We must try and 
pinpoint those remarks providing a lead 
to the way in which policy will be shaped. 
Even more important is to re-assess the 
outlook in the light of probable policy 
developments. 

First the actual tax changes made in 
the Budget: not very exciting one way 
or another from an economic viewpoint. 
By planning for a smaller overall deficit 
the Chancellor has taken moderate dis- 
inflationary action. 

But the firm tax changes recommended 
are not likely to curb sufficiently the in- 
flationary pressures that threaten. 

However, Mr. Lloyd has introduced 
two new economic regulators. They can 
be used to vary considerably certain forms 
of taxation during the course of the year, 
without having to resort to a_ special 
Budget. 

One of the regulators allows the Chan- 
cellor to impose a tax on labour—the so 
called payroll tax. It will be paid by 
employers and may be levied at a rate of 
up to 4s per week per employee. 


Hope to Reduce 
Through use of the payroll tax, as 
and when considered necessary, it is hoped 
to reduce the sometimes very strong in- 
flationary pressures generated by a tight 
labour position. 
_ The tax is open to criticism because 
will itself cause costs to rise. Addi- 


Notwithstanding its shortcomings, 
though, the payroll tax would be well 
justified if it should succeed in restraining 
wage cost inflation. 

Mr. Lloyd’s other flexible regulator will 
allow him to move up or down by 10 per 
cent most of the indirect taxes. Such as 
purchase tax and duty on tobacco, alcohol 
and petrol. Together the payroll and 
additional indirect taxes could withdraw 
as much as £400 million from the 
economy. 

Why has it been thought necessary to 
have this power of deflating the level of 
business activity at short notice? The 
answer is that our overseas payments posi- 
tion is precarious. Sterling could be sub- 


| 


jected to severe pressure before the end 
of the year. The Chancellor now has the 
means of restoring confidence if the need 
arises, 

Earlier I said that we have to take a 
view on what will in fact happen. That 
is if we want to know how the stock 
market will behave. 

From the overall demand angle the 
prospect is favourable. Strong expan- 
sionary forces are at work. Were there 
no other considerations an optimistic 
view of the investment outlook could be 
taken, 

_ Unfortunately there are other considera- 

tions. To begin with, unless our overseas 
payments position improves materially in 
the near future, the chances are that de- 
mand will have to be restrained by the 
new regulators. 

There is nothing in the Budget likely 
to lead to an early improvement in the 
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trade balance of the dimensions required. 
As a dramatic change in the import/ 
export picture cannot be envisaged we 
must be prepared for restrictive measures 
in the months ahead. 

A second point from the investment 
angle is that changes in the Budget will 
increase industry’s costs. On top of that 
higher profits tax will reduce distributable 
earnings. 


Under Pressure 


There is already plenty of evidence to 
show that profit margins are er pres- 
sure. Any improvement in demand will 
be helpful, but on balance it cannot be 
said that profit and dividend prospects 
have improved, 

Investors should continue to be very 
cautious and highly selective in their pur- 
chases therefore. The current high level 
of share prices is not based on the same 
sound foundations of earlier post-war 
stock market booms.

THE MISSING 
LINK 


F we need guidance on machinery, Silsoe 
provides it; on dairying, then we go to Shin- 
field or Hannah; on animal breeding there is 

a luxuriance of guides; on farm buildings, 
nothing. This link in our chain of agricultural 
research is not merely accidentally missing, it 
is deliberately absent. 


None would argue that the suitability of our 
buildings for their purpose is not vital. Narrow 
profit margins leave little room for errors in 
environment in stock housing, in convenience 
in any building where men work; or in such 
specialist buildings as the grain drier and store, 
where faults usually abound right from the 
reception pit to the storage bin. 


Such developments as slatted floor and broiler 
veal houses are hung around with question 
marks. For what we know about these we have 
to thank commerce, and not our official 
advisers. 


What we know we have had to learn the hard 
way, expensively and with every man his own 
director of research. This has been particularly 
true of the milking parlour and the self-feed 
silo. 


What the absence of centralized, intelligent and 
controlled experiment in farm building design 
and construction in these and other ways has 
cost us in cash and sweat and tears none can 
say: but the bill has been very large. 


Despite what appears to most of us to be a most 
patent need, officialdom is either unco-opera- 
tive or actively obstructive to farm building 
research. Report says that at ministerial level 
neither Mr. Soames nor Lord Hailsham will 
hold this baby. The Agricultural Land Service 
not only deny that the need for building 
research exists; they do not even encourage 
their staff to attend such an important clearing 
house of information as the Farm Buildings 
Association conferences. 


At the moment, official farm building research 
is represented only by the unit at Silsoe which,

at a reputed cost of £20,000 a year, is mainly 
screening applications for grant aid for private 
work; and by a small A.R.C. unit, which is 
largely bibliographical. 

A memorandum is in preparation by the Farm 
Buildings Association which will argue the case 
in detail for a more positive approach to build- 
ing research. 


We ask the Ministers and their advisers to see 
that the interdepartmental jealousies and 
clashes of personality which stultify progress in 
this, as in other directions in research, are not 
allowed to refuse this case a sympathetic hear- 
ing. And we call for action, in some form or 
another, even if it is only a cheaply run clearing 
house for information which will give us facts 
about farm buildings to-morrow, not in ten 
years’ time.

tee was cut in the Price Review. The 
total requirement, allowing for barley 
which is fed on the farm, is only 4.6m 
tons. 

We look as if we might well be 
seeing home-grown surplus in a year 
or two, apart from any consideration 
of imports. What that could do to 
prices is only too easily imagined. 


Forward Buying 


So far as I can make out, the 
bulk of barley imports is wanted 
to fill the “spring gap” when home- 
grown supplies are not very forth- 
coming. My merchant tells me that 
forward buying is one way of beating 
the overseas man to it. Maybe we 
ought to study it. 

The new marketing plan _ being 
hatched at the moment should help, 
too. When we do hear the details, 
I shouldn’t be a bit surprised to find 
that we have four periods with dif- 
ferent guaranteed prices instead of 
three. 

Another factor which doesn’t ease 
the situation is that this season there 
seems to be a swing away from Proc- 
tor to the heavier-yielding Rika. 


More Wheat Instead ? 


We might be wise to look at 
alternative crops. So far as I can make 
out, millers could use more wheat. 

But, and it’s a big but, the quality 
must be right. With a harvest season 
like last year’s there is far too much 
poor stuff about. I gather that with 
the 1959 crop millers were using up 
to 50 per cent home-grown in their 
grist without difficulty. This time they 
have been hard put to it to include 
20 per cent. 








Uncertainty

state of the world’s market in grain. 
I hear some Continental countries may 
prove more likely to import than to 
export this year. 

But the real unsettling factor is un- 
certainty. For most of the grain- 
exporting countries there is a pretty 
good market intelligence which lets us 
know how much they have to sell. 
When, on the other hand, Russia 
offers barley, no one has any idea 
whether they are after a little foreign 
currency or whether there really is 
a flood of grain behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

Fortunately, it seems quite likely 
that the Working Party on Barley 
Prices will be functioning again next 
harvest. 


Striking Increase 


IGURES on the production 

of milk this spring, showing 
as they do such a striking increase on 
any previous year, seem to underline 
the need for some control of produc- 
tion. However much we may dislike 
the idea of control, undoubtedly a 
steeply rising output means lower 
prices for us all. 

I think there are a lot of people who 
hope that the current discussions in 
London will result in some alternative 
to individual quotas being found. A 
number of suggestions have appeared 
in FARMER & STOCK-BREEDER and 
probably there will be more yet. 

It is heartening to see that the 
Board’s efforts to increase liquid sales 
are really beginning to show results. 
The total yearly gallonage has now at

Too Much Milk 


Because of its high productivity 
Orkney has been called “Britain’s 
Little Denmark.” The analogy is good, 
quite apart from the ancient Scandin- 
avian links of the Northern Isles, 
because it is a group of islands of small 
family farmers who seem to work 
harder than any other class of agricul- 
turist in Britain. 

The fact that this excessive pro- 
duction was on the islands made the 
problem of dealing with local surpluses 
even more difficult, so this scheme, 
supported by the Orkney men, was 
devised. 

It makes an interesting thought. 
Suppose some county, say, Devon, 
boosted production to such an extent

Butter Storm Breaks 


ONTHS ago I predicted a 
J first-class row over butter 
dumping. Now the storm has come, 
at a meeting of the nations concerned 
with the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT); New Zealand has 
complained that several countries are 
unloading surpluses that involve export 
subsidies. 

That N.Z. is worried is understand- 
able. Since January, 1960, the price 
of her butter has fallen from £410 a 
ton to £250, and no producer country 
can survive long on that figure. As 
butter accounts for 18 per cent of New 
Zealand’s export income, she fears 
such a worsening of the deficit in her 
balance of payments that imports may 
have to be slashed. 

Such a chain of events would, of 
course, hit the exports of British goods. 
Hence the N.F.U. plan to set up an 
International Dairy Products Council 
to bring market stability. 





Disliked and Suspect 


"VE done a “ follow-up ” on the 

remarks of the labour corres- 

pondent (page 78 last week). As he 

says, the N.F.U. county branches have 

no liking for the proposed differential 

wages structure, and I believe eventu- 

ally they may come out with definite 
opposition.

That Book-keeping 


I know that the present scheme, 
now before the Wages Board, ad- 
mittedly goes a long way towards 
recognizing skill and to some extent 
does grade the man, but there may be 
strong feeling that the scheme is still 
impracticable.

It is envisaged that although the Charollais bulls will remain 


the property of the Government, they will stand at A.I. centres in England and 
Wales, which would also meet the demand for semen for Scotland. No decision 


for Northern Ireland has yet been made. 


Officially the trial is regarded as pri- 
marily of interest to farmers in England 


and Wales for improving the quality of | 


beef from the dairy herd. In Scotland 
the problem is not so pressing, but any 
demand from Scottish farmers for semen 
would be met. 

How many bulls will be imported? 
This will depend on discussions with 
interested organizations. It is not 
thought that more than 25 to 30 would 
be needed. 


It is hoped that arrangements will be 
made with the Milk Board and the private 
A.I. centre groups who sought permission 
to bring in the bulls in the first place, 
whereby they lease the bulls from the 
Government on terms which would re- 
coup the cost of the bulls and the cost 
of importing them. 

Farmers using Charollais semen will 
probably be asked to keep records cover- 
ing live weight gain, calving difficulties, 
colour marking, and so on, and there will 
be a carcase assessment. 

Some British breeders have said that 
if Charollais are allowed in there should 
be full comparative progeny tests with 
British breeds. Such hopes are unlikely 


to be venlined, though it is hoped to 

arrange with certain farmers participating 
| in the commercial trial to rear a number 
| of British beef dairy crosses alongside 
Charollais dairy crosses. 

The official view seems to be that in 
the first place facilities for conducting 
large-scale trials do not exist. Such trials 


HAROLLAIS bull calves are to 
be imported into Britain for sub- 
sequent use at A.I. centres on dairy 
cows. This was announced in the 
House of Commons on Thursday by 
the Minister of Agriculture. The bulls 
will remain Government property and 
it will not allow them or their semen 
to be re-exported. 


Mr. Soames said: 

“T am convinced that there will be no 
difficulty in applying the full rigour 
of our veterinary requirements to the 
importation of Charollais bulls from 
France. In particular, we shall 
satisfy ourselves that none of “the 
animals we shall buy has been in 
contact with foot-and-mouth disease 
or has been vaccinated against it and 
we shall provide for fully effective 
quarantine on both sides of the 
Channel. 


“In these circumstances, I have no 
reason to suppose that any interfer- 
ence with our traditional live stock 
trade will arise from this trial im- 

‘ portation of Charollais bulls and 
I shall be arranging to obtain a 
limited number of bull calves from 
France.” 


The Charollais should be here this 
summer, for a buying mission is to 
go to France in May.

One Ministry spokesman has put it 
that the purpose of the trials was not the 
scientific comparison with British beef 
breeds, but simply to see whether the 
Charollais would be a worth-while addi- 
tional crossing bull for use in this country.

It is understood that until the proposed 
trial with French Charollais is com- 
pleted the Minister will refuse, to the full 
extent of his powers, applications to im- 
port Charollais from Canada. 


EFFECT ON OUR EXPORTS 


T will be recalled, writes our Livestock 
Correspondent, that last December the 
Minister said he agreed with the Terring- 
ton Committee recommendation that there 
was a good case for a trial of Charollais 
bulls in this country. But Mr. Soames 
said there would be no importation for the 
time being, apparently in the hope that 
meanwhile he could persuade America 
and Canada that there was no veterinary 
risk such as would cause them to suspend 
imports from this country. 

I understand that there have since been 
consultations with a number of countries. 
It is the official view here that there is no 
reason why the importation should give 
rise to any interference with our export 


trade, including that with North America. 
However, no firm undertaking from im- 
porting countries has yet been made pub- 
lic. 

The threat to our export trade has, of 
course, been the main basis of opposition 
to the import on the part of British beef 
breeders. They have pointed out that 
foot-and-mouth is endemic in France, and 
have mentioned that there is a risk of blue 
tongue. 

Many British breeders have also said 
that we did not need the Charollais 
if only we made full use of our own 
breeds, and they fear that calving difficul- 
ties may arise with Charollais on Ayrshire 
cows.

Mr. Curtis Retires as Chairman 


FTER ten consecutive years as chair- 

man of the British Friesian Cattle 
Society’s Council, Mr. Geoffrey J. 
Curtis has retired from that position— 
he has been chairman 13 years in all. 
He is succeeded by Mr. C. W. Meikle- 
john, Hoo Hall, Wellington, Salop, who 
has been a member of the Society since 
1930, when the Hoohall Friesian herd 
was founded. 

Mr. Curtis, who was ‘President of the 
Society in 1945, ’46 and ’47, was a senior 
partner of the Barwyke herd, which was 
dispersed last year. He now farms at 
Stebbing, Dunmow, Essex, where he 
still keeps Friesians.

For fat pigs, producer prices in the 
United Kingdom over the five years have 
been generally above those of Belgium 
and the Netherlands and below those of 
Italy and West Germany, But the Com- 
mon Market as a whole is a net exporter 
of pigmeat. 

So on milk, eggs and pigs, the three 
mainstay commodities of the British 
small farmer, we would be bound to 
suffer if Britain entered the Common 
Market unconditionally. 

On these figures and prospects, Mr. 
Hallett’s assumption that the United 
Kingdom producer’s prices for milk, eggs 
and pigs “might fall slightly, but in no 
case by more than 10 per cent” appears 
to be not “the most gloomy view” but 
rather highly optimistic. 


“ Self-sufficient ”’ 


The N.F.U, pamphlet points out that 
the Common Market is about 85 per cent 
self-sufficient in foodstuffs, whereas the 
United Kingdom produces only half its 
total food requirements. As the world’s 
largest market for foodstuffs, the United 
Kingdom would provide a potential out- 
let for the surplus production of the Six 
countries, 

“An expansion of European exports of 
surplus agricultural products to the 
United Kingdom would be a major objec- 
tive of the common policy, not only by 
the main exporting countries, but also by 
Western Germany, the principal alterna- 
tive market. 

On the other hand, the prospects of 
an increase in exports to European 
markets would be limited by the high 
degree of self-sufficiency in the Common 
Market.” 

It is also pointed out that our farm 
production costs would be affected if we 
entered the Common Market and there- 
fore adopted the common tariff against 
countries outside the Common Market.

The conclusion reached is that “ there 
is no sound reason why the United King- 
dom would throw overboard arrange- 
ments which, as the Prime Minister has 
emphasized, are those best suited to the 
interests of the country.” 


Serious Implications 


At the same time, the N.F.U. is not 
burying its head in the sand; it declares 
that it recognizes that division in Europe 
could have serious implications. 

It suggests therefore that a solution 
should be sought through a wider Euro- 
pean agreement on agriculture, which 
would provide for the harmonization of 
the objectives of national policies, while 
allowing each country freedom to pursue 
the methods most appropriate.

NEW TEST 
TO DISCOVER 
CROP NEEDS 


N addition to soil testing, a method of 
testing cereal crops themselves to find 
their nutrient requirements is being used 
by Twytord Seeds, Ltd., Adderbury, 
Oxon. This is called plant ‘tissue testing. 
Samples of the growing crop are taken 
each week and measured by laboratory 
methods for nitrogen, potash and 
phosphate. 

One practical advantage of this test, 
| compared with the rule of eye method 
of most farmers, is that it spots a fall in 
the nitrogen status of the plant long before 
the level has fallen so low as to be visible 
to the eye and check the crop. 

Early work with “tissue testing” was 
on fruit trees in this country. Then the 
Americans took up the idea. 

In Eire a herbage testing scheme is in 
operation, conducted by the advisory ser- 
vice in a similar way to a soil-testing

Early reports indicate that losses among 
hill flocks have been heavier than expected, especially in view of such a 
Main cause, it seems, is that ewes have been carrying bigger lambs

In Northern Scotland work was going well last week. Mr. J. Mclean took advant- 
age of the weather to harrow in Sun II oats on Woodside Farm, Westhill, Inverness. 


This feature was emphasized by flock- 
masters and live stock officers in most 
Welsh hill sheep counties. But they were 
also able to report “exceptionally high” 
and “well above average” falls with 
more twins than is usual, 

Ewes, many of which stayed on the 
mountain until much later than is normal, 
are in good condition and have an 
abundance of milk. 


No Let-Up 


One who pointed out that the mild 
winter meant no let-up in shepherding 
was Mr. W. R. Evans, of Coed Owen, 
Cwm Taff, in the Brecon Beacons. With 
roughly half his 3,400-strong flock of 
Welsh Mountain ewes having lambed, 
Mr. Evans reported: “It has been an 
exceptionally good season so far but we 
have had to draw more lambs than is 
usual, especially in the case of two-year- 
old ewes. We have also had more twins 
than usual.” 

In Montgomeryshire, Mr. H. P. 
Thomas, deputy C.A.O., reported: “The 
position generally is very good, but at 
the same time there have been more 
lambs born dead than is usual, mainly 
due to strangulation at delivery.” In

Heavier Vehicles 


There are corresponding increases for 
heavier vehicles. Motor cycle licences are 
also up. 

The existing rebate on heavy hydro- 
carbon oils is reduced by 2d a gallon— 
effectively increasing by that amount the 
price of fuel oil for heating, Diesel, 
vaporizing oil, and lubricating oil. 

The N.F.U. has estimated that 
these changes alone will cost farmers 
about £3 million a year. 

Yet another blow to some car users is 
that capital allowances for cars used by 
way of business are to be limited to 
£2,000 for any one vehicle. 

Surtax on earned income is reduced in 
a rather clever way so that unearned 
income remains in the net. Earned in- 
come allowance, as given for income tax, 
is to be given also for surtax. 


Earnings Allowance 


In addition an “earnings allowance’ 
of £2,000, or such smaller amount as 
would reduce the earned income (after 
deducting earned income relief), to £2,000, 
will be given.

Growers with Oil-fired Glasshouse Heating 


Face Higher Costs 


ETWEEN 3 and 4 per cent will be 

added to the cost of oil-heated glass- 
house crops by the increased tax on fuel 
oil imposed by the Chancellor in his 
Budget last week. 

Mr. E. H. Gardener, chairman of the 
N.F.U. Horticultural Committee, told 
FARMER & STOCK-BREEDER last week that 
fuel costs are about 25 per cent of the 
grower’s costs, when producing under 
glass.

NDIVIDUAL milk quotas would be repugnant to everyone concerned with 
them, so I have worked out another possibility—a two-tier price system 
It is based on a fixed gallonage, the same for 


every holding, on which the high price would be paid. The remainder of the 


output would earn the lower price. 

In 1954, I discussed a similar system 
under a title “ Differential prices for 
milk.” Economic circumstances have 
changed since then and I have adjusted 
the scheme accordingly. 


In this article, 3s 2d per gallon has | 


been taken as the first-tier price. The 
higher the basic, fixed gallonage, the lower 
would be the second-tier price. 

If the basic quantity per producer 
were 6,000 gallons a year, then the lower 
price would be 2s 10jd. With 15,000 
gallons as the basic it would be 2s 44d. 
Since different producers would have 

varying Outputs, the overall average price 
would vary accordingly. 

If 6,000 gallons became the basic allo- 
cation, the average price for an output of 
90,000 gallons would still amount to 
nearly 2s 11d. (i.e., hardly less than the 
current pool price), while a basic 15,000 
gallons would result in an average of 2s 6d 
per gallon for the same total output. 


Improved Position 

A two-tier system of the type discussed 
here would slightly improve the position 
of the small-scale producer as compared 
with the present method, but would lower 
the returns to large herds. 

But very small decreases in average 
prices would not check over-production 
sufficiently. Therefore, a basic quantity of 
6,000 gallons can be dismissed for its lack 
of braking power. 

Even a basic allocation of 9,000 gallons 
does not seem to have enough bite. If it 
were introduced, doubling an output of 
15,000 gallons would entail a loss of a 
mere I}d for each gallon; while a pro- 
ducer of 40,000 gallons, by doubling his 
production, would lower his average price 
by less than 14d. 

On the other hand, if the basic allo- 
cation were 15,000 gallons, doubling an 
output of that amount would cause a drop 


| of 43d in the average price received. At 


the 40,000 gallon level, it would be 2d 
less. 

It is more than likely that the introduc- 
tion of such a system would appear to be 
unacceptable to large producers. Against 
this the following points can be made: 

@® Restriction of output by a quota 
could be more damaging than an average 
price even as low as 2s 6d on unrestricted 
output. 

@ Leaving matters, as they are is 
bound to bring about Chaotic conditions 
during a really flush season. A gradual 
lowering of prices would not squeeze out 
the inefficient small farmer since he has no

life. Transport undertakings charge pro- 
gressively less per mile with increasing 
distances. Large quantities of goods are 
usually offered at a discount. 

A handicap on very large dairies and on 
very efficient medium-size herds would 
not only limit uneconomic overproduction 
but would also fit in very well with the 
natural advantages available to farms of 
various sizes for increasing efficiency.

prices would discourage high inputs of 
concentrates. 

The smaller man who has to stock 
heavily and aim at high output per cow, 
would be able to achieve this aim by using 
relatively high inputs of concentrates. 

Details for dealing with special cases 
such as Channel Island milk and pro- 
ducers with several herds would have to 
be worked out. 

Some changes of emphasis as between 
summer and winter milk production could 
be introduced by flexible basic monthly 
allocations. 

Fewer than 14 per cent of producers 
have herds of over 30 cows and they 
sell about 38 per cent of the milk (see 
table above), It is this 14 per cent that 
would really be affected by a quota-less, 
two-tier system, 

But it is in the nature of large-scale 
enterprises that they can operate profit- 
ably at narrower margins per unit of out- 
put than can smaller producers. Their 
total profits would still be larger.

In the year April, 1960 to March, 1961, 


far more milk was produced than ever before, a new record was 
chalked up for liquid consumption and more was manufactured. The trend was 
still more striking last month, as shown in the latest figures issued by the Milk 


Board last week. 

A total of nearly 174 million gallons 
was sold off farms in March, 10m more 
than in the same month of last year, 
which created the previous record for 
March. 


Reason For Cut 

This provides the main reason for the 
cut of lid a gallon in the provisional 
price for last month (announced in our 
pages a fortnight ago). 

Almost 121m gallons were sold liquid 
thus setting up a new record in this 
field for the seventh consecutive month. 
Sales for cream-making continued to 
show a rapid increase. 

During 1960-61 as a whole, 1,951m 
gallons were sold off farms, 153m or 84 
per cent more than in the previous year. 
This is the picture for all milk sold to 
the Board over the last 10 years (in million 
gallons) : —

Where Will The 
Money Go? 


F producers ratify the new proposals which the Potato Mar- 
keting Board is likely to put before them this summer, it will 
mean a considerable increase in the spending money at the 
Board’s disposal. The suggested increase in producer payments 


is £2 per acre. 

It is estimated that 30s per acre of this 
will go towards the setting up of the new 
Market Support Fund—explained in the 
FARMER & Froux- BREEDER of March 28, 
page 79.

Dressing Trials 
Start in May 


RIALS on dressing and pack-

This is experimental work and 
will include washing of some 
samples and packing in different 
ways to find out what is wanted by 
the trade. 
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on research, development and publicity, 
the present budget for which is between 
£60,000 and £70,000 per year. 

Plans which the Potato Board has for 
spending this money must be of vital 
interest to everyone who may be asked 
to help provide it. 

First. Research. A new appointment 
is in the offing, that of Senior Scientific 
Officer. If this is confirmed, it will presum- 
ably be the job of the man concerned to 
co-ordinate the Board’s research activities, 
which are at present limited. I hope 
both he and the Board will see the wisdom 
of making haste slowly. Scientific re- 
seatch is not a slot machine which pro- 
duces results in direct relation to money 
spent on it. 

Problems there certainly are—in plenty: 
mechanical ones of harvesting and 
handling, biological ones of storage, and 
chemical ones of processing, to mention 
only a few. 

But massive expenditure on a_ special 
potato research station is not likely to 
be worthwhile. If the Board will aid

people already engaged in this sort of 
work, and offer money to suitable workers 
who are interested in these particular 
problems, results satisfactory to everyone 
are more likely to be achieved.

Improving the quality and presentation 
of potatoes seems to be the better line 
of development.

Board dressing stations are also a pos- 
sibility; these could be coupled with 
storage and processing equipment.

The New 
Potato Plan 


N our leading article last week on 

i. “The New Potato Plan,” page 51, we 
asked just how much the producer would 
get back for the 30s an acre which the 
Board would require to meet its con- 
tribution of £1 million a year to the 
Market Support Fund. Mr. L. W. Craw- 
ford, Director of Administration of the 
Board, has sent us the following reply:— 
“Tt is difficult to be precise about this; 
there are too many variables in any 
season to be able to make useful fore- 
casts before the season has started. In 
the course of the five years for which it 
is proposed that the Fund should 
operate, there may be seasons of sur- 
plus or of shortage or of rough balance 
between supply and demand. 

Prices will largely depend on such fac- 

tors. What one can say is that if the 

Board is in a position to remove even 

a small surplus from the market, there 

is likely to be an effect on the prices 

which producers receive for their crop 
which will benefit them over the whole 
season. 

“This is not to say that one can neatly 
balance the extra £1 million a year 
which producers would contribute 
against the higher price they would re- 
ceive in a surplus season. But under 
the new proposals it would be known 
in advance that the Board would enter 
the market under certain conditions and 
its buying prices would be higher than 
they could be at present. 

“And since the Government would meet 
two-thirds of the cost of the Board’s 
buying programme by putting up £2 
for every £1 provided by producers, this 
seems a pretty fair — 
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Imports of ‘New’ Potatoes Build Up 


MPORTS of so-called new potatoes are 

estimated at over 30,000 tons for the 
first three months of this year, and have 
come from countries as diverse as 
Morocco, Israel, Egypt, Cyprus, Italy, 
Spain and the Canary and Channel 
Islands. 

Last year, during the same period, about 
38,000 tons were brought in. English 
ware seem to be of better quality this year, 


and this probably accounts for the slightly 
lower level of imports. 

The regulations governing the impor- 
tation of potatoes into this country are 
rather vague, writes Our Marketing 
Correspondent. Theoretically only new 
potatoes can be imported but the defini- 
tion of what constitutes a new potato ts 
not very precise.

by the Customs officials on the spot if they 
consider the potatoes suitable.

f ‘HE modern version of the tower silo is steadily gaining ground in the 


England is being erected on Mr. Stirke’s White Lodge Farm at Carlton 
Miniott, in the North Riding of Yorkshire, by Mr. Gordon V. Clark, the 
Malton, Yorks, engineer and inventor, who is distributor for the Northern 


Counties. 

The tower is reasonably priced and 
simple to erect and operate. The cost of 
the 50ft high and 20ft diameter model at 
about £1,730 erected, is approximately 
half that of similar-sized imported silos. 
With a capacity of 270 tons of settled 
silage, this works out at £6 10s per ton of 
storage. 

Normally it is intended that the silo 
should be emptied by a Badger top 
unloader. In such case, a_ cutting auger 
rotates around the silo and extends from 
the centre to the walls. The cut silage is 
automatically drawn to the centre from 
whence it is blown down a chute and on 
to feed conveyors. 


By Hand 

But Mr. Stirke prefers to unload his 
silage by hand and has evolved an 
ingenious method of doing so. 

An 18in diameter tube made from 
galvanized iron sheet runs down the 
centre of the silo. Silage will be forked 
down the tube to fall on to one end of an 
18in ground level auger, which will carry 
the silage, via a scraper elevator, to the 
feed conveyors 

The auger, from a disused combine 
harvester, will work in a loose-covered 
duct, with only that part which is directly 
beneath the central tube left uncovered. 

The idea behind this arrangement is to 
have the benefit of mechanical feeding 
with the aid of an extracting auger, but 
at the same time to eliminate any possi- 
bility of the auger becoming blocked. In 
atiy case, the auger can be withdrawn for 
use in another silo, all in a matter of 
minutes. 

In other tower silos where hand unload- 
ing has also been practised, the vertical 
tube for unloading has been fitted on to 
the outside of the tower. 

By fixing it down the centre, however, 


almost all of the walking (which accounted 
for most of the time and labour), has been 
eliminated 

Again, as the central tube is in sections, 
the worker is always forking down a 
“floor” level hole. Besides, Mr. Stirke’s 
innovation saves the expenditure of some 
£450 for a top unloader. 

The intention at White Lodge is to 
feed 80 young cattle in two yards from the 
tower silo, and to add chopped mangolds 
into the silage feed conveyor system. 

Wilted silage or haylage, with a dry 
matter content of 50 per cent to 60 per 
cent, is the aim. All the machinery 
needed to harvest the grass in the best 
condition to reach such a high dry matter 
content will be employed. 

The tower silo is equally suitable for 
gtain storage, and Mr. Stirke intends to 
make arable silage for filling into a later 
silo. 

Erection has been considerably simpli- 
fied and cheapened by the use of power- 
operated jacks, which Mr. G. V. Clark 
has designed and made. Strange as it may 
seem, the roof sections are assembled and 
erected first. 


Electrically Powered 

This assembly is raised several feet by 
eight or more jacks, all working simul- 
taneously and driven by an electric motor. 

Then the next two courses are fitted, 
and so on. Therefore, with the erectors 
always working at ground level, the tower 
is being pushed upwards as more courses 
are added. The convenience and speed 
of working without scaffolding has re- 
duced erection costs by at least 50 per 
cent. 

Although this cheaper British-made 
tower silo has only now been introduced 
to the north, Mr. Clark told me that he 
had five more to erect for this year’s silage 


with a further five already booked for next 
season, 

Even with the lower cost of this model, 
surely the time has come for a re- 
examination of the amount of grant avail- 
able for tower silos, which at present 
stands at £250 as a maximum; a maximum 
which was planned for ground level silos. 

The tower silo has established itself as 
a means of making and storing haylage; a 
product with twice or even thrice the dry 
matter content of ordinary silage. 


Labour Saving 

The tower is an integral part of the 
mechanical feeding of this product to 
cattle. Furthermore, mechanical feeding 
is probably one of the greatest labour- 
saving appliances on the farm. 

Yet the available grant, when considered 
as a percentage of the total cost, is only a 
fraction of that which is available for the 
more usual horizontal ground level silo; 
a poor incentive indeed to install cost- 
cutting equipment 

The tower silo is now well passed the 
experimental stage and so deserves to be 
treated on the same grant basis as other 
proved plant.

WE CAN LEARN A LESSON 


Organic Irrigation Forms an Integral Part 


of the Swiss Agricultural Programme 


IRST impression of Swiss agriculture is one of extremely high capitaliza- 
tion per acre with expensive buildings, high-priced land, over-mechaniza- 
tion and abundant labour, but it is one from which many European 

farmers can learn a lesson. Each and every farm bears a standard of cleanliness 
and tidiness of which many in this country would be amazed. 


Nearly 20 per cent of the total popula- 
tion are employed in agriculture as com- 
pared with less 5 per cent in this 
country, and considering the total farm 
area is under 54 million acres, this seems 
considerably high. 

Some 90 per cent of farms in Switzer- 
land are equipped with a Giille or organic 
irrigation system, and it was with this 
equipment in mind that I visited a num- 
ber of farms in the Zurich area of that 
country with a party of farmers from all 
over Britain. 


Seven Farms 

The trip, which was organized by 
Farrow & Sons, Ltd., Spalding, Lincs, 
included visits to seven different farms, 
one of them being the experimental farm 
of Bucher-Guyer, the well-known makers 
of Swiss organic irrigation equipment and 
agricultural machinery. 

All the farms visited were equipped 
with expensive farm buildings in which 
the designers seemed to have placed more 
emphasis on picturesque detail than to the 
practicability of the building itself. 

On the 40-acre farm of Mr. Hans 
Meier-Meier, the building was estimated

Cost of the irrigation plant on this par- 
ticular farm was £1,000, not including the 
slurry pit. 

Where many of the farmers obtained 
their original capital still remains a 
mystery to me, but a point to note here 
is that money is loaned for these expen- 
sive projects at a low rate of interest, 
which probably accounted partly for the 
calm way in which the various farmers 
spoke of thousands of pounds. 

Organic irrigation has been practised in 
Switzerland since 1927 and the farmers 
have got this method of muck disposal 
down to a fine art. 

But the Swiss Giille system could not 
possibly be transferred to this country 
as it stands and still be an economic 
proposition. 


Modifications Necessary 

Modifications and a certain amount of 
redesigning are necessary to bring the 
initial costs down to a more sensible level, 
and then and only then may we see more 
organic irrigation plants in this country. 

In this direction, Farrows are negotiat- 
ing for the manufacture of certain equip- 
ment parts in this country. 

Each Swiss farm is limited to a certain 
acreage of grassland and this encourages 
more arable work. Every pasture is 
covered with a mass of dandelions and 
buttercups. 

Apparently the reason for this is that 
there are certain restrictions on spray- 
ing grassland during spring.

The principal idea 
behind the field day was to standardize 
in some measure the type of Dorset which 
breeders should aim at. 

“No udder, no ewe,” declared Mr. 
Thomas, who put to the bottom of the 
list, because of udder faults, two pairs 
of ewes which had been popular among 
the spectators. 

In selecting a ram, said Mr. Thomas, 
the feet should be the first point con- 
sidered. Too many sheep had the weak- 
ness in the fetlock which led to their walk- 
ing on their heels and resultant drooping 
hindquarters. 


He urged that more ram judging 
should be done on hard surfaces, rather 
than on litter or grass, which tended 
to conceal this fault. 


A good type of fat lamb-producing ram 
should have depth of body, a_ well- 
developed hind leg and be near the 
ground. 

Asked about the desirability of the 
short-coupled type of sheep, Mr. Thomas 
said that he preferred a bit of length if 
this could be achieved without there be-

ing a slack shoulder, since the modern 
demand was largely for the back cuts, the 
chops and cutlets, which required a mini- 
mum of preparation. 

Mr. W. J. Colfox asked if a system of 
points to be awarded in show judging for 
the various points of a sheep might not 
lead to a greater standardization of the 
breed. 

Judges, he suggested, might allocate 
marks out of a total of say, 80, for con- 
formation, with a few marks each for 
finer breed points, to make a maximum 
total of 100. 


Scope for Preference 

This would provide a broad outline of 
the relative importance of the principal 
features of the sheep, within which there 
would still be scope for the judge’s in- 
dividual preferences.

LATE ENTRY FEES 


| beety entry fees for pedigree stock are to 
a very large extent supporting the Ayr- 
shire Cattle Society. The Society’s report, 
to be considered at the annual meeting in 
Ayr on April 25, reveals that during 1960 
late entry fees totalled just over £8,500. 

“It needs little imagination,” says the re- 
port, “to realize the parlous state to which 
the Society’s finances would be reduced if 
late entries were to disappear.” 

At present the Society is writing off each 
year a part of its expenditure on office re- 
organization. During 1960, £1,682 was 
written off. 

By the end of 1962, when this item dis- 
appears, the financial position will be eased, 
says the report, but the Society will still to 
a very large extent be dependent on the 
os of members and the resultant late entry 
ees.

The three systems are buckrake 


CC choosing the right forage-harvesting system is more difficult than 


carrying to the silo; the cheap forage harvester plus tipping trailer; and 
the high-output chopper harvester with _Self-emptying trailers delivering to a 


surface silo or silo tower. 

The advantages and disadvantages of 
each are set out in Table I, The cheap 
forage-harvester has now to a great extent 
superseded the buckrake system, but the 
buckrake still performs a useful role, often 
as a silo-filler. The high-output chopper 
harvester is widely used overseas, mainly 
in the U.S.A., and may bly suit 
only a small proportion of British farms, 
the high initial cost outweighing its 
_ obvious advantages. 

Forage harvesters of all types require 
ample power if a high output is desired, 
and must have suitable trailers in which 
to deliver the crop. 

Poorly maintained tractors (or 
tractors too small for the harvester in 
use) and time wasted through trying to 
make do with unsuitable trailers are the 
main reasons for disappointing rates of 
work.

The transport and unloading side of 
the harvesting system is more important 
than the choice between different makes 
of very similar harvesters, in these days 


of fairly cheap and reliable machines. 

Too many users put a lot of thought 
into their choice of harvester and next to 
none into the choice of the other units of 
the harvesting system, particularly trailers. 


Behind Times 


The old-fashioned two-wheel trailers 
designed before the days of the hook 
— are useless if a high output is 
required, particularly if they are small. If 
the unloadi at the silo is to be quick, 
tipping or self-emptying trailers are usu- 
ally essential with the forage harvester 
(system B). 

Most users over-estimate the capacity 
of their trailers. common makes 
of two-wheeled 3-ton trailers rarely 
carry much more than 2 tons of flail-cut 
grass when fitted with conventional silage 
sides. 

If a harvester is cutting the grass at a 
rate of 8 tons an hour, which is well 
within the capacity of modern flail 
machines particularly when used with 
larger tractors, a trailer has to be changed 
every 15 minutes or so, 

It is better to buy a simple in-line 
rear-delivery machine in preference to 
an offset side- or rear-delivery machine 
if the money saved is spent on an 
additional trailer, or on an “ automatic” 
trailer hitch for the harvester.

harvester on the market are outlined in 
Table II; actual prices of each model of 
machine are given in the buyers’ guide. 
Each has a different range of accessories 
which may or may frre, essential, de- 
pending on circumstances. 

The accessories usually include attach- 
ments for haymaking, pasture topping, 
maize harvesting, potato haulm removal, 
and so on, all of which make the 
harvester more and more versatile. 

It is worthwhile considering what 
other jobs can also be done with the 
machine. 

Haymaking with flail harvesters is at 
present one of the most controversial of 
operations. In general, however, the 
chances of success are high if the material 
can be left long, and in a neat, compact, 
fluffy swath, 

Not only must the machine have a satis- 
factory haymaking attachment, but there 
must be plenty of tractor power available, 
so that the rotor speed can be kept as 
low as possible while maintaining a fairly 
high forward speed. 

The larger tractors are normally more 
suitable for this task, and the larger har- 
vester has an advantage in that the wider 
cut makes it possible to allow more space 
for wheels to run between swaths.

OMMANDING an ever-growing 

respect among North-West pig 
keepers is the Blackleach herd of 
Large Whites at Wearden House, Cat- 
forth. Preston, Lancs. There the 
brother and sister partnership of Mr. 
}. E. K. &*Miss M. H. Richardson is 
breeding a type which meets a ready 
demand at pedigree events. 

Testimony to the herd’s standing is 
the fact that at each of the three most 
recent Lancashire Breeders’ Associa- 
tion fixtures, Blackleach pigs have 
made top price and have taken the 
championship at two. At one, all five 
top-priced pigs carried the Blackleach 
prefix. 

The herd fluctuates between 15 and 
18 sows, kept ler average farm con- 
ditions on a 34-acre holding where the 
only “ gadgets” are sound stock sense 
and first-class management. 

Target at Blackleach is to produce 
a pig that will do as well, if not better, 
than its pedigree suggests and the 
golden rule of management is: Plenty 
of fresh air and a good, clean bed. 
General-purpose buildings are used 
throughout so that production potential 
will not be diminished by any change 
of ownership and conditions. 

In breeding, a high standard is de- 
manded from both sows and gilts. 
Apart from the initial culling, selection 
is equally rigorous during breeding and 
minimum standards demand gilt 
litters of nine and sow litters of 10.

EVELOPMENT in the pig industry is taking place in a surge of tech- 


nological advances. 


New ideas come regularly to the fore. 


The newest 


is hysterectomy. This is a word used in surgery and it means the 


semoval of the uterus or womb from a living person or animal. 


In pigs it is 


used so that piglets come into the world without infection from the external 


tissues of their dam. 

In human surgery the operation is nor- 
mally carried out to remove a diseased 
organ when the disease condition cannot 
be cured. It is quite different from the 


cutting into the pregnant uterus 
ore the normal term for birth in 


'y prevent 
pane 2 births by either normal or sur- 
gical methods. Hysterectomy means 
that further conceptions and pregnan- 
cies are impossible. 

Hysterectomy, however, in the form we 
now hear about in connection with pig 
breeding has some of the aspects of both 
operations. It was used some 
years ago by veterinary research workers 
as a means of obtaining live piglets under 
more aseptic conditions than are possible 
by natural birth. 

The operation was carried out with all 
the aseptic techniques of a hygienic 
operating theatre and the piglets came into 
the world without making any contact 
with the external tissues or organs of the 
mother from which they can at such 
an early stage pick up infection. 


Omnibus Label 

lly this work was carried out 
in the hope of bypassing some of the more 
infectious and contagious respiratory 
diseases which, through over-simplifica- 
tion, are tao often lumped under the 
single name of “virus pneumonia.” 

In conditions of strict surgical hygiene 
success was achieved in obtaining piglets 
apparently free from one of the trouble- 
some infectious -virus pneu- 
monia—for vets tell us that no diagnostic 
test on the live animal is available for 
pigs with virus pneumonia. 

Following these surgical researches the 
method has become commercially applied 
in America where herds are being founded 
pag what are called “minimal disease” 

“specific pathogen-free” piglets. 

These herds are claimed to be 
initially free from a range of pig diseases 
of which virus pneumonia is onl 

Now similar commercial development 

is apparently to begin in this country. 

It is stated that more than one com- 
pany propose to provide facilities for de- 

vering sows by hysterectomy, and it 
could be that the competing claims made 
might lead to some confusion in the minds 
of breeders. The following points should 
therefore be borne in mind. 

First, hysterectomy, as (carried out for 
the purpose of obtaining “ specific patho- 
gen-free” pigs—and this term is vague— 
is different from the human operation. 
The sow, which is first anesthetized, is 
killed under the anesthetic after the pig- 
lets have been removed. 

While this does away with a good 
breeding animal it does allow a litter of

this sow’s breeding to be obtained free 
of infection from certain diseases which 
the dam may be harbouring. 

Secondly, there is no possibility of the 
litter receiving the dam’s colostrum, and 
they have to be fed artificially from the 

. We have been taught that it 
is in certain of the colostrum ingredients 
that young mammals inbibe many of the 
substances which give them immunity to 
different diseases. 

Thirdly, extraordinary precautions may 
have to be adopted to keep pigs delivered 
in this way free from disease infection be- 
cause they may have less than the usual 
“natural” immunity. 


Outside Infection 


One can usually keep a pig herd free 
from imported infected pigs, but in prac- 
tice one cannot keep it entirely free of 
such vehicles of infection as rats, birds, 
flies, not to mention the infection that can 
be brought in on clothing, hair and the 
wheels of road transport. 

Fourthly, and of considerable practical 
importance, is the fact that, unlike tuber- 
culosis, many of the most troublesome pig 
diseases cannot be diagnosed by a test on 
the live animal.

new piece of information or technique, 
but too rapid an application of methods 
where repercussions have not been fully 
assessed could lead to loss. 

We hear of £150,000 lost last year 
in Northern Ireland from whole or parts 
or carcases condemned on account of 
abscesses, of which 44 per cent were 
found at the sites of deep muscle needle 
injections. 

By all means let us examine the 
bilities of hysterectomy. I should have 
thought that the experimental husbandry 
farms were the places for this. But let 
us hope that there will be no hysteria 
about this latest technique. 

One of the dangers I fear is illustrated 
by an enquiry I have just received from 
the Far East for further particulars. The 
enquirer says he is particularly interested 
in this method of pig bree a as ——— lends 
itself to intensive keeping of yp owen gy 
“complete freedom from ease is 
feasible under this system.” 

Hysterectomy is not a system of pig 
breeding—only one of many 
that can be applied to the most difficult 
art of animal production.

Price Problem 


EFORE the N.F.U. and the M.M.B. 

resort to quotas, [ think the efficiency 
boys should have the opportunity of prov- 
ing their point, provided this was carried 
out on a fair basis. It is well known that 
production costs are related to output, 
and output to the size of the farm, there- 
fore a man with fifty acres stands a poor 
chance against a man with five hundred 
if it comes to a showdown. 

Yet in certain circumstances the small 
man could be just as important as the big 
man, and I think the Government is wise 
in striving to make agriculture profitable 
at all levels, and not only for political 
reasons. 

All things considered, the only fai 
basis would be equal profit per gallon, 
based on average costs, with liquid 
requirements tn mind. 

If we take each licensed producer as a 
unit of supply, and divide the number of 
gallons we want for the liquid market by 
the number of units, we get a figure of 
aproximately 1,000 gallons per month. If 
we then value this milk before adjustment 
for pooling at 3s 4d per gallon, we have 
our basic figures. 

Costings supplied by many sources sug- 
gest that production costs, when related 
to output, work out something like this: 
For the first 1,00@ gallons 2s 8d per gallon, 
and each 1,000 gallons after the first 
reduce the cost by 2d per gallon, so we 
have the following table :—

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Milk Price Structure 
which Leaves a Choice 


RICE fixing is a very serious exer- 
cise because the influence of the 
price structure permeates so deeply; a 
structure based on unsound principles 
will do untold damage to the producer. 
What then are the principles which 
should govern the price structure? I 
see the following : — 

Level mi lk 
deliveries by the 
farmer to match 
the pattern of 
consumer de- 
mand 

Freedom to 
produce on any 
one farm the 
quantity of mulk 
which appears to 
the farmer to be 
the economic op- 
timum = for his 
farm. 

To have a 
price structure 
which will not 
inhibit for ever the possibility of 
farmers producing milk for manufac- 
ture. With accelerated freeze drying 
coming, this may happen anyway. 

Avoid the creation of goodwill values 
for quotas which merely benefit one 
generation at the cost of inflating the 
investment for succeeding generations. 
This has happened in hops. 

To meet these’ requirements, I 
suggest : — 

One fixed liquid market milk price, 
the same for every month of the year, 
payable on basic quota. (The price will 
fluctuate slightly as subsequently 
indicated 

Price quota for any month to be the 
same as the lowest monthly delivery

from month to month or it may remain 
unchanged for up to 12 months. 
Surplus to quota to be paid for out of 
the manufacturing pool. 
he automatic licensing by the Milk 

Marketing Board of any manufacturing 

contract entered into by a farmer with 

a factory for a period of three years or 

more, at prices not less than current 

manufacturing prices. 

Additional liquid market production 
would be discouraged by the fact that in- 
creases in guota could not be established 
in less than 12 months. Basing quota on 
one month may be too harsh a method of 
caiculation and a two- or three-month 
werage may be fairer. 

The method of working the pools will 
affect the pool price and hence it is an 
important factor. 


Rise and Fall 

The higher liquid price, payable on the 
quota, would rise and fall according to 
whether total quota supplies were less or 
more than the liquid demand (in a similar 
way to alterations of the pool price at 
present). Transfers of milk from the 
liquid pool to the manufacturing pool or 
vice versa would be at the lowest manu- 
facturing price. 

Special arrangements would have to be 
made for new entrants commencing on 
farms already equipped with the fixed 
equipment of the dairy farm and which 
had been occupied by an outgoing pro- 
ducer. Otherwise, the basic and essential 
freedom to produce would be maintained 
although subject to the market disincen- 
tive of a year’s production at manufac- 
turing pool prices. 

The foregoing price structure and 
pool method would leave farmers free 
to decide whether they would attempt 
to maintain level deliveries or would 
prefer deliberately to produce addi- 
tional summer milk for the lower 
manufacturing prices,

R. SELIGMAN (April 11, p. 110) 

believes the Government requires 
to be taught some elementary economics 
so far as milk quotas are concerned. He 
quotes at length from a report to Jaguar 
shareholders, indicating that increased 
costs necessitate greater production, pre- 
sumably concluding that this is valid for 
agriculture. 

Whether this is true or not for the 
motor industry, it certainly has no rele- 
vance to farming. A producer can either 
control the price of his product or the 
quantity he produces, but not both. 

Motor manufacturers can, and do, fix 
the price of their products and can on! 
vary their production accordingly. But 
farmers taken individually have no contro! 
over the prices they receive and are there- 
fore in a position to produce much or 
as little as they wish. 


Smaller Return 

Whether a two tier milk quota scheme 
is a good or bad policy, it will ceriainly 
not artificially restrict production. a; he 
implies. What it will do is to restrict 
the total return to milk producers in a way 
dependant on how such a scheme was 
drawn up. 

Such a scheme would hardiy be 
economically unsound, but this does not 
imply that such a solution would be very 
palatable 

Yet what applies to Jaguar motors as a 
single concern does appy to the whole 
farming industry. If prices are to be fixed 
nationally by a statutory board, in this 
case the M.M.B., then it is simply not 
feasible to imagine that production of milk 
can be allowed to expand without some 
restriction. 

Apparently, Mr. Seligman’s solutioa, 
implicit in his views, is to let free market 
prices have full swing. with the weakest 
to go to the wall. This can be logically 
interpreted only as an advocacy for the 
abolition of all Boards, including the 
M.M.B. 

Yet he also wants the Government tc 
preserve a balanced agriculture.

RIGHT OUT OF MIND 
Can my neighbour still claim a right of 
way (bridle and foot) across my fields? 
He has not used it for 15 years (nor has 
anyone else) and now has a stoned road 
to his place. The track is shown on the 
ordnance map.—X, 
You should call at the Council offices and 
inspect the map prepared under the 
National Parks Act 1949 and see whether 
the way is shown. If it is not, it isn’t 
a public way; if it is shown and defined 
as a bridle-path and footpath you can 
take no action, but no wheeled vehicles 
are permitted to use a bridle-path or foot- 
path. If the way is not shown there may 
still be a private right of way and mere 
non-use does not by itself amount to 
abandonment of the way, although it may 
be taken into consideration.—Legis. 


TROUBLE IN THE WIND 
The neighbouring house property is 
vacant and the garden a mass of seeding 
weeds. The owners won't cut them; 
can I make the Council?—X. 
The law does not give you a remedy, 
though there are signs that it may do some 
day. It is only in the case of agricultural 
land—and then only as regard a select 
list of weeds—that one can do anything 
about weeds and seeds being blown into 
one’s garden.—TJurist. 


TAKING LIBERTIES 
May a landlord take a soil sample from a 
tenant’s field which he suspects is being 
cropped far too frequently with 
potatoes?—X. 
Generally speaking the tenant will be 
entitled to exclusive possession of what is 
let, and the landlord has, or is considered 
to have, promised him “ quiet enjoyment.” 
Unauthorised entry is thus actionable as 
either a trespass or as breach of contract. 
But, in the case of an agricultural holding 
the landlord has a statutory right conferred 
by the Agricultural Holdings Act, 1948, 
“at all reasonable times to enter on the 
holding for the purpose of viewing the 
state of the holding.” No previous notice 
is necessary, and the landlord can 
authorise someone else to do the viewing. 
The section does not, however, entitle the

From weaning 
to live weights of about 120ib: stale bread 
45 parts by weight, weatings 25, barley 
meal 20, protein-mineral-vitamin supple- 
ment 10.

to 15 acres, he has now got production facilities for about 72,000 birds and he 
started up only 34 years ago with one 12,000-bird unit. 


But if growth has been spectacular the 
policy has never been speculative. There 
are no airy-fairy plans at Cartersland 
Farm, Liphook, for billions more broilers. 
Instead expansion will be carefully 
planned and future prospects weighed. 
This is just as it should be, because even 
with broilers it is seldom wise to take 
the brake right off 

If there is emphasis on any particular 
aspect of broiler production at Carters- 
land it is on management, and that 
should read stockmanship. 

On these vast factory-like farms it is 
almost heresy to discuss such old- 
fashioned ideas, but I was delighted to 
find that this broilerman, who has zoomed 
round the Goodwood circuit with some 
success, is not averse to doing a few laps 
round his houses studying broiler 
behaviour. 

There is a lesson in this for all pro- 
ducers. An understanding of stock

Six-ton bulk feed hoppers supply the 
container carried by overhead rail down 
the houses for easy filling of tubular 
feeders.

Almost every broiler producer I know 
starts the chicks down the centre of the 
house in a corrugated paper surround 
Mr. Wylie, sensibly, is the exception. 

For the first week or so he confines the 
chicks to brooders down one side of the 
house with continuous hardboard parti- 
tions about 24in high. Initial outlay may 
be higher but he has found it worth while 
It certainly looked a sensible approach to 
get the chicks off to a quick start.

Deep 
litter birds laid nearly two dozen eggs 
fewer—54 per cent production. Colony 
and fold birds, with 147 to 148 eggs 
scored a meagre 50 per cent. 

Mortality in batteries worked out at 
9.9 per cent, deep litter 11.3 per cent, 
colony 13.2 per cent and folds 15.1 per 
cent. So much for the healthy free range 
concept! 

Daily feed consumption in batteries was 
fractionally higher than in deep litter, but 
conversion was better—3.97lb feed per Ib 
of eggs as compared with 4.llb for deep 
litter birds. 

Occasional variations were made in 
diets on the grounds of economy. Fish 
meal content started at 5} per cent, was 
reduced first to 5 per cent, and, finally, 
to 24 per cent during the last three years 
when pea-meal was used as a partial re-

New Light Control System — 


IGHT control has an important part 
to play’ in ern poultry 
husbandry, according to Mr. Harald 
Ebbell, who told an Ovaltine Egg Farm 
conference that experiences in Switzer- 
land had convinced them that pressur- 
ized ventilation was the ideal, and it had 
also paid to heat the laying houses to 
ensure temperature did not drop below 
50 deg F 

Mr. Ebbell said he believed the latest 
U.S. system of “step-down and step- 
up” lighting had a future. It had the 
advantage that it could apply to houses 
with windows. 

The system involved counting 22 
weeks ahead of date of hatching and the 
exact length of day on that date in hours 
and minutes. To that day-length seven 
hours had to be added. 

This gave the total number of hours 








and minutes to begin the light treatment 
with the day-olds, in order to reach the 
natural day length as the birds reach 22 
weeks. 

During the whole period the net 
length of light per day was reduced by 
20 minutes a week. When the pullets 
were 22 weeks the programme was 
reversed and daily dose of light increased 
by 20 minutes a week. 


Your Broiler House 
Should Always Be 
Clinically Clean 


ESPONSIBILITY for “a worsening 
disease problem” must be placed 
directly on broiler producers, Dr. W. B. 
Sainsbury told an Aldeburgh; Suffolk, 
meeting. The main reason for a slacken- 
ing-off in results with things getting worse 
and worse was houses not being subjected 
to hygiene between crops. 

“ Feedingstuffs and breeding are out of 
producers’ hands. The two things left in 
their control are management and housing 
—both of which involve _ disease 
problems,” said Dr. Sainsbury. 

In essence the answers were that the 
house started its cycle new and first results 
were good. Then things deteriorated with 
successive crops. 

“There is no reason why producers 
should not have first-time results every 
time,” he declared. This would be 
dependent on a clinically clean house each 
time, 

For reasonable safety broiler houses or 
groups of houses should have a mile 


' between them as an added precaution 


against disease spread.

E. J. CHAPLIN, 


WHO OWNS A 200-ACRE FARM 
NEAR BRIGG IN LINCOLNSHIRE 


Y farming in the Brigg area of Lincolnshire, Mrs. Joan 

Chaplin, whose maiden name was Wood, is carrying on 

a family tradition, for the Woods have farmed there for 
more generations than anyone can remember. Since 1958, when 
she married her second husband, Mr. E. J. Chaplin, she has 
been living in the parish in which she was born. 

Their home is at Stonecroft, Barnetby, near Brigg, a few 
miles from Grimsby. Mr. Chaplin has a 600-acre arable farm 
with a Scotch Half-Bred ewe flock and he also assists Mrs. 
Chaplin with the management of her own 200-acre farm at 
Kirton a few miles away. Commercial Hereford cattle are the 
main enterprise on her farm.

Mrs, Chaplin’s first husband, Mr. J. W. Golland, died nearly 
eight years ago leaving her with four young children and 1,200 
acres of land in hand. She was determined to keep a farm in 
the family for her two young sons and for a year she farmed 
the whole acreage. 

As 1,000 acres of the land were rented she had no intention 
of keeping this on, so relinquished i after a year, but continued 
to farm the 200 acres of owned iand. She is full of praise 
for the help given her by her farm foreman who had worked for 
the Golland family for many years and who is still with her 
on her farm at Kirton. 

To take her mind off her own troubles after Mr. Golland’s 
death, Mrs. Chaplin trained with the Red Cross and found great 
comfort in this work. Now she is Commandant of the Brigg 
Branch and Cadet Officer of the Brigg Unit Red Cross. 

In addition to her Red Cross work, which entails regular 
classes for cadets on Monday evenings, helping to staff first-aid 
posts at summer shows, attending meetings and so on, Mrs. 
Chaplin is also a member of the National Hospital Service 
Reserve. This involves helping at the hospital whenever there 
is a shortage of nurses and at Christmas time.

She works for the Blood Transfusion Centre of Sheffield 
Hospital when they are appealing for donors and every Friday 
gives beauty treatment to women patients in a mental hospital. 
Mrs. Chaplin trained for this work on a course at St. Clement’s 
Hospital, London. 

Although it may sound as though she has no time for her 
family, home and farm—that is far from the case. Mrs. Chaplin, 
like all good organizers, finds the time for all her interests. She 
runs her large house—ten bedrooms—with only daily help, 
visits her farm regularly and enjoys a round of golf with her 
husband. They are both keen on the game and she is vice- 
captain of the women’s section of their club. 

During term time they are on their own as the children are

away, but in the holidays Stonecroft is filled with the youngsters 
and their friends. Mr. Chaplin has two children, a boy of 17 
and a girl of 13, and Mrs. Chaplin’s sons are aged 14 and 13—~ 
both of them keen on farming. Her elder daughter, a State 
Registered Nurse, was married this year, and her younger 
daughter has started her training in child welfare at Dr. Bar- 
nardo’s Homes. Two dogs, Septimus, a white poodle, and 
Cheeta, a Boxer bitch, complete the household. 

Mrs. Chaplin enjoys life immensely and only has one real 
hate, and that is cooking. It is a daily chore she could well do 
without, but she doesn’t mind how much cleaning there is to 
do, She chuckled when she said 

“The family get a rocket when they are late for meals. As 
a farmer’s wife and a farmer myself, I know I should not mind, 
but I do.”

5ib parsnips.

SE matured parsnips and scrub clean. 

Cut into slices and boil in the water 
with the thinly peeled orange and lemon 
rinds and the bruised root ginger, until the 
slices are tender. 

Strain the liquid on to the sugar and 
stir until it is dissolved; add the fruit 
juices. Allow to cool to tepid heat and 
add the yeast. Cover with cloth. 

After 24 hours skim the mixture and 
transfer to the fermentation jar. Keep 
any surplus in a bottle and use for topping 
up the main bulk if there is some loss of 
volume during fermentation. 

Stand the jar on a tray, as in the early 
stages of vigorous fermentation froth 
may foam out of the jar. Plug the neck 
lightly with cotton wool or muslin. 

When froth no longer foams, clean the 
neck of the jar and insert the air lock. 
When the fermentation is over (no gas 
bubbles forming) place the jar in a 
place for two or three weeks. Then siphon 
the partially clarified liquid from above 
the level of the sediment into a clean jar, 
or jars, for storing. Make sure that they 
are completely full when the clean cork is 
inserted. 

Wax or cover the top of the cork and 
store in a cool place for about six months. 
Again rack (siphon) off the clear liquid and

OST of us have met the jittery

To a doctor, hysteria is something quite 
different. It isa illness, not just lack 
of self It is a mental illness in 
which one part of the mind refuses to 
function, so that the patient may go blind, 
have a paralysed limb, lose her speech, 
go deaf. 

Hysteria is often the cause where a 
man has been blind for years since he was 


away his crutches. 
The original cause of an hysterical 
symptom is always something which pro- 


duces great emotional stress; fright, dis- 
— or perhaps being crossed in 
ove. 

The patient’s subconscious mind feels 
that life is too difficult, that there is need 
for some protection, that the willing horse 
has been flogged too hard and can only 
now lie down. The paralysis, deafness 
or whatever other form it takes is an un- 
conscious protest, calling for care and 
sympathy. 

“He’s been like it for years, ever since 
he saw his dog run over. The doctors 
can’t get to the bottom of it.” If you 
know a case like that, it’s. pretty sure to 
be one of hysteria. 

The patient is self-centred, likes to tell 
the awful story, and is cunning in culti- 
vating those who will help him. He 
should consult a psychiatrist—and may 
recover under hypnotism.

All brassica seed can be treated with a 
combined seed dressing, containing the 
imsecticide lindane and the fungicide 
captan, as protection against fungus 
disease, flea beetle and wireworm in the 
early stages. 

A pre-emergent weedkiller applied 
three days after the seed is sown, will 
= seedling weeds for up to six 
weeks.
